PUSH MOVEMENT TO DEPORTFIRPO 


Others to Go On Four-Day 


Schedule— Ten Per Cent 
Wage Increase of 1923 Is 
Eliminated But Payroll 
Will Show Substantial In- 
crease. 


Announcement was made through 


bulletins posted in all departments of 
the Riverside and Dan River Cotton 
Mills, Inc.. yesterday eveninsr that on 
September 1st, some of them would 
resume operations on full time, while 
others would begin to operate on a 
basis -of four days a week. Included 
with the'announcement was the btate- 
ment declaring that the ten per cent 
wage increase which was ordered ef- 
fectiva April 1st, 1923, would be elim- 
inated, the explanation being offered 
that while the wages of operatives 
who have been continuously employed 
during the period of curtailment, It 
would mean in reality that the oper- 
atives as a whole would receive more 
money and that the weekly payrolls 
would be consequently increased. 


Workers in the mill were no less 


cheered by the prospect of better con- 
oUiona than were the business men 
and people of Danville generally since 
an accession in the volume of business 
done m Danville may be expected ear- 
ly in September. The statement which 
was issued officially at the offices of 
the mill yesterday points out that 
there is no basic change in the cotton 
goods market though it M privately 
learned that more orders and enquir- 
ies for good, for the Fall trade are 
being received which is a favorable 
mdel of the future trend of business.

XEW YORK. Aug. 19.—The boot- 


leggers of Xe\v York City and vicin- 
ity consider the "rum fleet' anchpr- 
ed off the 12-mile limit a convenience 
but by no means a necessity- There- 
fore the dire threats of the govern- 
ment in declaring "war without stint" 
against the rum boats is not creat- 
ing the stir hereabouts that might 
have been expected. 


The "zero hour'" in the ru'm war 


is set for "sometime 
in September 


and the official 
communiques prob- 


ably will be dated "somewhere 
at 


sea." 
The "war" is to be waged by 


the coast guard service and the of- 
ficers of that subsidiary of the United 
States navy are guarding their actual 
plans of battle with all the secrecy 
that marked some of the preparations 
for the world war. Even censorship 
has been resorted to. 


The coast guard 
people will find 


the rum runners an enemy worthy pf 
their steel. Of course the rum boats 
cannot stand up and fight the twenty 
destroyers and the several hundred 
motor 
boats 
that are 
to be sent 


against them. 
Ahat is not the style 


of the rum runners. 
Their strong 


weapon is craft and cunning and the 
passing of silver pieces ni directions 
which will do the most good. 
The "rummers" are a resourceful 


lot. 
Millions of dollars are invested 


in this illegitimate business. 
It will 


not yield easily to suppression. Per- 
haps so many threats and festures 
have been made at them in the Past 
that they are a. bit contemptuous of 
the government forces that they op- 
enly flaunt. For. despite the threats 
and the moves of the past, there has 
been no interruption of the flow of 
smuggled liouor into the cities of the 
Atlantic coast. The establishment of 
the 12-mile limit did no so much as 
increase the price of imported whisky 
by one cent a bottle- 
''Business as 


usual" was the slogan of the rum 
dealers and it has been so ever since 


The bootleggers expect "that if the 


government really is to conduct the 
new "war" pn the stupendous plan 
outlined from Washington, their busi- 
ness may be slowed up for six weeks 
or two months. 
uring this period 


prices may go up a hit. but before 
Thanksgiving day supplies are called 
for. 
the illicit dealers expect to have 


a solution of their latest problem. 
The government's share of the prob- 
lem is to establish a blockade thru 
which no rum 'boat may paas. The 
government therefore must wage in 
effect a defensive war. 
The newly- 


conditioned torpedo boat destroyers 


some of them veterans of the world 
war—one had its stern shot away by 
a German submarine—cannot go out 
AndJ.»ink..th£.ram boata jvitJiout tr.ajpe 
sp IjfijfajS'they anchor sufficiently far 
off'shore."

and is therefore not inheritable. It 
is generally the result of tuberculosis

from tuberculosis cows is the 
most 


frequent cause of the infection. Rick- 
ets is another cause. 
This disease 


may be present at birth, or it may be 
acquired. 
It is caused by lack of 


sunlight and a diet which is poor in 
lime and phosphorus. A certain de- 
cree of hunchbackism is the result OL 
occupation, as vou may remember 
from Eugene Sue's "Mysteries of Par- 
is." Hunchback people generally be- 
get straight backed children. 
Dwarfism 
is another 
story, 
and 


more than one principle is involved. 
Cretins are dwarfed in varying degree. 
The cause of the dwarfing in cretin- 
ism is congenical disease of the thy- 
roid gland. There is inheritability in 
nretinism, or rather in thyroid defic- 
iency. Perhaps also some condition of 
the pituitary- body may be responsible 
in some cases of dwarfisrn. 
In his book, "Heridity in Relation 
, 
to Eugenics," 
Davenport 
treats of 


dwarftsm in two places. In his chap- 
ter on the inheritability of stature, he 
somewhat incidentally refers to it; he 
lays down two inheritance laws gov- 
erning stature. However, little in this 
chapter applies to dwarfism. 
In his 
chapter on the geographical distribii- 


tion of Inheritable traits, he connects 
dwarfl«m 
with inter-marriage. 
H* 


gives no inheritance laws, 
but the 
chapter causes one to infer that when 
dwarflam is introduced into a stock 
on an island -or i.n a mountain valley 
where the people stay close to home 
and intermarry for many generations, 
the number of dwarfs increases great- 
ly.PlainJy Davenport regards this ten- 
dency as a manifestation of degenera- 
tion. and he does not discuss the pos- 
sibility that It is a question of Men- 
cielian inheritance. 
Another explana- 


tion, and, in my opinion, one that is 
more probably than that proposed by 
Davenport, is that dwarfing is a Dp 
Vries mutation and that, once it up- 
neara, it has some tendency to follow 
some of the laws of Hendelian inher- 
itance. I have never seen any stucMes 
which toojj up the subject of excessive
